DESTRUCTION OF BONDS. — Yesterday 


Mayor Hudson, in connection with the city 
clerk, discharged the duty imposed upon 
him by the council, by destroying $30,000 
of the bonds authorized by the people of 
this city some years since to be issued to the 
Southern Wisconsin railroad. These bonds 
had never been called for or delivered to 
the company. After making a registry of 
tho numbers of the bonds, and attaching a 
certificate, attested by the mayor and clerk, 
of the canceling and destruction of the 
bonds, they were thrown into n stove, nnd 
for a moment made n warmer fire than any 
of the old railroad contests which once 
distracted our city. 


Several bonds issued to the old Valley 


company, in which an error iu the name of 
the company had been made in the assign- 
ment, nnd which had been replaced by cor- 
rected copies, were destroyed at tho same 
time. 
Several partially executed bonds, 


designed for the same company, were aUo 
.canceled nnd effectually destroyed in like 
.manner, after a similar registry and attes- 
tation.
